No. 3(7)/78-NS, — The Presidout hereby makes the fol- 
lowing rules further to amend the Post Office Savings Bank 
(Cumulative Time Deposits) Rules, 1959, published with the 
Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs No. 3(40)58-NS, 
dated the 19th December, 1958, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Post Office Savings 

Bank (Cumulative Time Deposits) (Amendment) 
Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of Octo- 
ber, 1978, 

2. In the Post Office Savings Bank (Cumulative Time 
Deposits) Rules, 1959 — 

(i) for Rule 5, the following shall be substituted, 
namely : — 
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“5- Amount of Deposit : 

The amount of deposit shall be any multiple of 
Rs. 5, subject to a minimum of Rs. 10 and 
maximum of Rs. 1000 and shall be subject to 
the limits specified in Rule 7, provided that the 
amount of deposit made at the time of opening 
the account shall not be varied during the cur- 
rency of the account.”; 

(ii) for sub-rule (3) of Rule 6, the following shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

“(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule 
(1), deposits may also be made in advance at 
the option of the depositor and rebates will be 
admissible on such deposits at the following 
rates, namely : — 

(i) For 12 monthly deposits made in any 
calendar month. — Rs. 4.00 for an account 
of Rs. 10/- denomination. 

(ii) For 6 monthly deposits made in any 
calendar month.— Rs. 1.00 for an account 
of Rs. 10/- denomination. 

In the case of accounts of other denominations, the amount 
of rebate in the case of 12 monthly deposits or as the case 
may be, 6 monthly deposits made In any qglendar month, 
shall be in such proportion to the amount of rebate speci- 
fied above against each such number of monthly deposits as 
the denomination bears to Rs. 10.”

No. 7-6/74-FRY /F1PC — In continuation of this Depart- 
ment's Resolution of even number dated the 27th June, 1977 
constituting a Central Coordination Committee for State 
Forest Development Corporations, it has now been felt that 
Fogging Training Centre Project being actively involved in 
development of Logging tools and training programme which 
are of direct benefits to the State Forest Development Corpora- 
tions, may also be represented on the Central Coordination 
Committee for State Forest Development Corporations. 

2. It has been further felt that since the Corporations are 
going to be one of the major clients of the proposed Indian 
Institute of Forest Management which will utilise the forum 
of the Central Coordination Committee to acquaint the client 
system on the progress and get feed back from to reorient 
the programme of this Institute, the Indian Institute of Forest 
Management may also be represented in the Central Coordi- 
nation Committee on State Forest Development Corpora- 
tions. Accordingly, it has been decided that Chief Executive

No. U. 55021 /1/78-Fac In March 1972, the Ministry of 

Communications had set up a Committee under the Chair- 
manship of Prof. M. G. K. Menon, Chairman, Electronics 
Commission and Secretary, Department of Electronics, to 
undertake a comprehensive review of the position prevailing 
in the various research and development organisations under 
the Ministry of Communications, and to recommend steps 
for widening the scope of research in these organisations, to 
ensure that they keep pace with the latest developments in 
the telecommunication technology. The Telecommunication 
Research Review Committee submitted its Report in Janu- 
ary, 1978. The Committee has observed that in the field 
of telecommunications it is necessary to widen the R&D and 
production base in order to cut down Imports of telecommuni- 
cation equipment by P&T, Overseas Communications Ser- 
vice and the various other users. Long term projections of 
the requirements of telecommunication services, identification 
of appropriate technologies, time bound programmes for un- 
dertaking R&D in respect of systems /equipment, import of 
technologies where indigenous development would not be 
cost-effective and transfer of the developed know-how to pro- 
duction are part of the process of achieving self reliance. 
To ensure this, a certain amount of coordination is required 
for R&D, production development and large scale manufac- 
ture. For bringing about proper coordination the Commit- 
tee have recommended the setting up of a Telecommunica- 
tion Tcchnoloev Dcvelooment Council (TTDC) under the 
aegis of the Ministry of Communications. 

2. In pursuance of the above recommendation of the Tele- 
communication Research Review Committee, the Ministry of
